JOf Butter Supplies _ 


TORONTO (CP) The ration- 
f ing of butter in Canada is “the re- 
| sult of wartime conditions .and 
farmers are not to be blamed for 
it, W. Frank Jones, president of | 
the National Dairy Copneil of 
Canada, said today. 

Addressing the annual meeting 
of the Oritario Creamery Associa- | 
tion here, Mr. Jones said ration- 
ing and shortages of butter and 
| other dairy products “are mainly 
the result of contracts for over- 
seas shipment” and that without 
rationing of butter- “Canada 
might easily have fallen .down 
on her overseas contracts.” 

“Our farmers have made a 
|} grand job of producing milk 

under wartime conditions, and 
| loss of farm, manpower,” he said 

“They have increased production 

by over 2,000,000,000 pounds 
| yearly, but the demand has more 
than kept pace with this increase 

. ag a matter of fact, consider- 
ing all dairy products, Canadians 
are using more of them than ever 
before, and are healthier as a re 
sult.” 

Mr. Jones said another factor 
in the shortage of dairy products, 
“ene which is not generally ap 
preciated,” was the Red Cross 
parcels for war prisoners. Into 
each goes a pound of butter, a 
quarter of a pound of cheese and 
a pound .of ‘processed milk, and 
about 125,000 “ those parcels are
